PLANS for a £1.55 
million refurbish¬ 
ment of Newmarket’s 
historic hall have 
suffered a blow after 
district councillors 
refused to support the 
scheme. 

Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil was hoping for a grant 
of £1 million from Forest 
Heath District Council to 
help pay for the work at 
the Memorial Hall in the 
High Street. 

The town council is borrow¬ 
ing £500,000 and repayments 
on the loan have helped push 
up its share of council tax by 
25 per cent. 

Now, after district coun¬ 
cillors voted against a grant 
for the scheme, the town 
council has been left to cut 
back its plans. 

Cllr Chris Turner, the 
mayor, said: “I’m bitterly 
disappointed. We have been 
looking for several years to 
provide much better facilities 
within the Memorial Hall and 
we thought we had actually 
found the right funder in the 
district council.” 

He said the district had 
previously helped to finance 
community facilities in 
Brandon and Mildenhall and it 
was “a pity” that similar 
support had not been given to 
Newmarket. 

“I feel especially disappoin¬ 
ted for the people of New¬ 
market because Forest Heath 
has chosen not to invest in 
them.”

But he added: “We are 
determined to press forward to 
have an updated Memorial 
Hall. But we shall have to cut 
our cloth according to our 
means.” 

He said the council still 
intended to take out the public 
works loan for £500,000 to 
carry out as much work as it 
could afford. 

One of the priorities is to 
bring the town council’s of¬ 
fices downstairs in the build¬ 
ing so they are more accessible 
to the public. 

The town council “inherit¬ 
ed” the hall, which is nearly 
100 years old, from the district 
council in 1999. It uses the 
building as its headquarters 
with offices and meeting room 
upstairs. 

The district council was 
only revealed as the major 
funding source for the project 
this week, although talks 
between the town and district 
council about the scheme 
started around six months ago. 

But, after discussion in a 
“behind closed doors” session 
of a special meeting on Tues¬ 
day, the district council rejec¬ 
ted the town council’s appli¬ 
cation. 

The debate was held after 
the exclusion of the press and 
public from the meeting on the 
grounds that “private financial 
information” would be 
revealed.

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Bike theft blow to

Kitchen firm ceases trading 


A KITCHEN firm with a branch in 
Newmarket is the latest victim of 
the recession. 

Nimbus Interiors, which has 
three branches in the region, was 
taken over by administrators due 
to lack of orders and has ceased 
trading. 

The collapse of the firm, which 
started in 1999 and also designs 
bedrooms, will see the loss of 10 
jobs. 


It follows a terrible time for 
retailers and businesses in the 
homeware sector, whose sales have 
plummeted in recent months as 
house sales dried up in the credit 
crunch. 

The three branches of Nimbus, 
which are located in Barnwell 
Road, Cambridge, Goodwin 
Business Park, Newmarket, and St 
John’s Street, Bury St Edmunds, 
were shut for business last week. 


There were no contact details for 
the company 

However, its accountants Peter 
Elsworthy and Moore, of Station 
Road, Cambridge, confirmed the 
business had closed. 

Company spokeswoman Shay 
Lettice told the Weekly News: 
“Nimbus Interiors ceased trading 
just over a week ago due to a lack 
of orders and all three premises 
have closed.”

More changes to town’s 
new pool opening tunes 


FURTHER changes have 
been made to swimming 
times at the new pool in 
Newmarket in response 
to comments and com¬ 
plaints. 

Anglia Community 
Leisure (ACL), which 
runs the new pool, has 
previously extended eve¬ 
ning public swimming 
sessions in response to 
criticism about the lack of 
after-work hours follow¬ 
ing the opening on Jan¬ 
uary 5. 

Now the pool, built as 
part of a £14 million-plus 
extension of Newmarket 
Leisure Centre, will be 
open longer. 

Public swimming sess¬ 
ions on Monday have 
been extended by an hour 
to 7pm. The session 
previously ended at 6pm 
after a 3pm start. 

The start of the Wed¬ 


nesday evening session 
has also been brought 
forward by an hour so it 
now runs from 8pm to 
10pm instead of 9pm to 
10pm. 

On other evenings 
when the main pool is 
being used by Newmarket 
Swimming Club or 
private hirers, the 
teaching pool, which has 
an adjustable depth will 
be lowered to its max¬ 
imum of 1.6m and will be 
available after 6pm for 
relaxed “leisure 

swimming”. 

An ACL spokesman 
said the small pool was 12 
metres long - equivalent 
to about half the length of 
the main pool and could 
still provide useful 
exercise. 

ACL is also increasing 
the water temperature in 
the small pool during the 


day when it can be used 
by mums with babies and 
toddlers with the depth 
set at its shallowest. More 
baby changing equipment 
is also being provided. 

Tony Bass, chief exec¬ 
utive of ACL, said: “We 
have been delighted with 
the positive response 
from the public to our 
new facilities. 

“However, different 
people have different 
needs and our customers 
have made some really 
practical suggestions for 
improvements. 

“As you can see from 
the changes we have 
already made, we are 
listening to their feed¬ 
back and acting on it.” 

Long queues have built 
up at weekends and some 
exercise sessions in the 
leisure centre are fully 
booked.

Cuts to mothball 
school upgrades

COUNTY councillors 
have agreed to freeze 
their pay until 2010 as 
part of a drive to save 
money 

As Cambridgeshire County 
Council announced efficiency 
savings worth £16 million in 
last week’s budget, the leaders 
of all political parties said 
their members would not take 
a 2.7 per cent increase in their 
annual allowance. 

The move will save tax¬ 
payers around £20,000 between 
the council’s 69 represent¬ 
atives, who receive £7,610 as a 
basic allowance. 

Although the saving is tiny 
compared to the overall budget 
of about £570 million, the pol¬ 
iticians said they believed they 
should lead by example. 

Council leader Cllr Jill 
Tuck, who proposed the freeze, 
said: “This budget is a people- 
driven one and we’re very 
mindful of what’s going on in 
the economy 

“It’s something we’ve dec¬ 
ided as a group and everyone 


was completely behind it.” 

Cllr Nichola Harrison, Lib¬ 
eral Democrat spokeswoman 
for resources, said: “In terms 
of the council’s budget, it is 
only a very small amount of 
money, but we should make a 
gesture of solidarity with the 
people of Cambridgeshire. 

“As county councillors, we 
are not well paid. It is minimal 
for the amount of work we do. 

“But times are hard and 
some people don’t even have a 
job, so it would not be right for 
politicians to get a pay rise at 
this time.” 

The move follows the lead of 


Barack Obama, who imposed 
a pay freeze for White House 
staff earning more than 
$100,000 a year in one of his 
first presidential orders. 

BBC director general Mark 
Thompson has also frozen pay 
for senior corporation staff 
and celebrities until next year. 

County councillors receive a 
basic annual allowance, plus 
expenses, as well as top-up 
allowances for special roles 
requiring extra work. 

Cllr Tuck picks up £22,246, 
deputy leader Cllr Mac 
Maguire receives £16,685 and 
cabinet members receive bet¬ 


ween £14,460 and £8,898. 

Cllr David Jenkins receives 
£12,182 as Liberal Democrat 
leader and Cllr Paul Sales 
picks up £5,927 as Labour 
leader. 

Cllr Sales agreed with the 
pay freeze, saying: “We fully 
support it - it’s entirely app¬ 
ropriate in the economic 
conditions. 

“However, we are concerned 
about the £14 million cuts to 
disability services over two 
years. 

“It is absolutely disastrous 
when we have an ageing pop¬ 
ulation and many of them 
suffering long-term life-limit¬ 
ing illness. 

“The council says it will get 
better value for money 

“What that actually means 
is agencies that provide 
residential care will reduce 
staff levels and employ people 
with a limited amount of 
English. 

“Care homes are struggling 
in the current climate and I 
would not be surprised if 
some went to the wall, leaving 
the council with a gross 
shortage of spaces.” 


PROJECTS to improve 
outdated classrooms are 
being shelved due to a £4 
million funding crisis. 

Major schemes will have 
to be delayed, scaled down 
or scrapped, after Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil announced plans to cut 
£3.8 million from its 
capital building prog¬ 
ramme. 

It blamed the recession, 
rising construction costs 
and low Government fund¬ 
ing for the “significant 
pressure” on its budget, 
which will affect thous¬ 
ands of pupils and teach¬ 
ers in the county. 

A report to the council’s 
schools forum admitted: 
“It has been necessary to 
take some very difficult 
decisions either to defer 
schemes by one or more 
years, and/or reduce the 
scale of planned invest¬ 
ment and, in a number of 
cases, take schemes out of 
the programme.” 

Ben Slade, principal at 
Manor Community Coll¬ 
ege in Cambridge’s Arb- 
ury Road - which has been 
made a priority for imp¬ 
rovement works - said: 
“That’s very bad news for 
schools. 

“The local authority is 
badly funded by the Gov¬ 


ernment, and to cut such a 
large amount from a 
budget that’s almost bey¬ 
ond cutting is a worry.” 

The council revealed it 
could also face an even 
bigger financial black 
hole, if the Government 
does not stump up cash to 
help the council tackle an 
anticipated shortfall of 
500 reception places in 
Cambridge within three 
years. 

The report said: “If the 
bid is unsuccessful then 
this will create a further 
significant pressure on 
general resources from 
2010 onwards.” 

It added: “Cambridge¬ 
shire’s settlement was 
considerably worse than 
for many other shire auth¬ 
orities ... it is inevitable 
that cost pressures will 
outstrip available resour¬ 
ces, and that savings will 
need to be made to close 
the gap.” 

Major school projects 
due to take place in 
2009/10 include the exten¬ 
sion of Lantern Primary 
School in Ely, the creation 
of new facilities for 
Bellbird Primary School 
in Sawston, and the 
Shirley Community Pri¬ 
mary and Nursery School 
in Cambridge.

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Hotel proposals 
‘sheer madness’ 


PLANS to build a 
new hotel close to a 
busy road junction 
have been describ¬ 
ed as “sheer mad¬ 
ness” by a leading 
racehorse trainer. 

Newmarket-based 
trainer John Gosden 
made the comment at 
an open town council 
meeting at which prop¬ 
osals for a hotel near 
the town’s Clocktower 
junction were con¬ 
demned. 

He called for the 
town council to change 
its mind over support¬ 
ing the scheme - 
despite councillors’ 
concern that no park¬ 
ing spaces for guests or 
staff were being prov¬ 
ided by developers Reef 
Estates. 

The scheme, to 
redevelop the Tech¬ 
nical Institute site 


opposite the town’s 
Waitrose store, is 
currently with plan¬ 
ning authority Forest 
Heath District Council 
whose councillors have 
indicated that they 
intend to refuse per¬ 
mission on parking 
and other grounds. 

Mr Gosden, who has 
trained a Derby win¬ 
ner, told the meeting 
that Fordham Road, 
which runs along one 
side of the hotel site, 
was already busy when 
horses went out for 
more exercise.

John Berry, another 
of the town’s trainers, 
told the meeting at the 
town’s Memorial Hall 
that traffic had 
increased dramatically 
in the past 22 years 
since he had been in 
the town. 

“My fear is that the 
roads will continue to 
get busier and it will 
become more difficult 
to move horses around. 
There will be yards in 
the town with no 
horses in them.” 

Cllr Richard Flet¬ 
cher, who chairs the 
town council’s dev¬ 
elopment and planning 


committee, said: “The 
welfare of the horse¬ 
racing industry in the 
town is paramount to 
the town council.” 

Nigel McCurdy, 
strategic director 
(services) of Forest 
Heath District Council, 
said the district coun¬ 
cil had the same view. 

He said there was no 
intention of lifting 
planning restrictions 
which are aimed at 
preserving the racing 
industry. 

The hotel scheme is 
also facing opposition 
from other hotels in 
the town. 

Other issues raised 
at the meeting, attend¬ 
ed by around 100 
people, included prop¬ 
osals to close the 
town’s middle schools, 
litter and plans for a 
revamp of the town’s 
bus station.

District tax rate 
rise may be 3.5pc 


A COUNCIL tax rise of 3.5 
per cent is being recom¬ 
mended in the Forest Heath 
district. 

The council, which covers the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
areas, is proposing a £133.46 tax 
rate for an average band D 
property - a rise of nearly £5 on 
last year’s figure. 

Councillors are being asked to 
agree the increase when the 
corporate services committee 
meets on Monday 

The full council is set to vote on 
the increase on February 20. 

Andrew Claydon, resources 
strategic director, said in a report 
to councillors that while the 
Government settlement meant in 
cash terms the council received a 
further £27,500, it was effectively 
a cut in support.

He said the council had man¬ 
aged to save £414,000 in this fin¬ 
ancial year and aimed to achieve 
£267,000 savings in 2009/10. 

He said consultation showed 
that few residents wanted spec¬ 
ific spending cuts. But only 2 per 
cent wanted to see a council tax 
rise to improve services. The 
consultation also showed that 
more than half of residents surv¬ 
eyed wanted to curb tax rises 
even if it meant cuts. 

“In balance, we have strived to 
achieve both aspirations through 
this budget, ”he said. 

Suffolk County Council, which 
takes the largest share of the 
total council tax bill, is proposing 
a 2.45 per cent increase. Suffolk 
Police Authority has yet to 


announce its tax demand. 
Newmarket Town Council is 
proposing a rise of 25 per cent. 

The district council said the 
increase meant that average 
band D householders would be 
paying less than 9p a week more 
for the council’s services. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, council 
leader, said: “The current 
recession has hit Forest Heath 
District Council and we face the 
long term loss of over £1 million 
from falling interest rates plus 
loss of income from our planning 
and building control services. 

“However, because Forest 
Heath District Council has 
always practised good financial 
management, we are able to set a 
council tax lower than last year 
and significantly lower than the 
Government’s ceiling of 4.99 per 
cent.” 


Woman injured by mobility scooter 


A WOMAN suffered leg 
injuries after being run 
over by a mobility scoo¬ 
ter in Newmarket. 

The victim, in her 50s, 
had to be taken to hos¬ 
pital after the incident 
outside Tindalls news¬ 
agents in the High 
Street last Thursday 
afternoon. 


The elderly man dri¬ 
ving the scooter was 
taken away by police to 
be interviewed. 

A woman who saw 
the incident, but who 
did not want to be 
named, said: “The wom¬ 
an was walking in the 
same direction as the 
scooter, which came up 


behind her and knocked 
her over. 

“She was shouting, 
‘Get it off me,’ but the 
man driving it didn’t 
seem to be able to stop 
it. A man lifted it off her 
before the ambulance 
and police arrived.” 

It was the second 
such incident involving 


a mobility scooter in 
West Suffolk in 10 days 
after a 94-year-old wom¬ 
an suffered serious inj¬ 
uries in Sudbury after a 
collision with an 86- 
year-old man’s scooter.

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Lorry left hanging 
off back of ferry 


HUNDREDS of 
ferry passengers 
were rescued last 
week after their 
boat was unable to 
dock because a 
tanker lorry was 
dangling from the 
back of it. 

The lorry, owned 
by Newmarket-based 
firm Turners (Soh- 
am), had apparently 
slipped in the hold 
and smashed open 
doors at the stern. 

It was only saved 
from a watery grave 
in the Irish Sea when 
the cab became wed¬ 
ged. 

Passengers on the 
ferry travelling be¬ 
tween Scotland and 
Northern Ireland, 
said they heard an 
enormous bang last 
Wednesday evening. 

The ferry’s 200 
passengers and crew 
had to spend the 
night on the ferry, 
which was unable to 
dock because of the 
lorry’s position. 

After the vessel 
returned to port at 
Stranraer, a huge 
crane was called in to 
remove the vehicle. 

A spokesman for 
Stena Line, the ferry 
company, said: “The 
ship was quickly 
stabilised and no one 
on board was injur¬ 
ed.” 

Firefighters opened 
a front panel of the 
vessel and used a 
cherry picker to

rescue passengers. 

They were then 
given the option of 
staying on board, be¬ 
ing put up in a hotel 
or put on another 
ferry to Northern 
Ireland. 

The lorry was 
carrying non-hazard- 
ous ferrous sulphate 
powder, which did 
not leak. 

The Scottish En¬ 
vironment Protection 
Agency said there 
would have been no 
danger to the public 
if it had escaped. 

HSS Stena Voyager 
only went back into 
service the previous 
Monday after a £1 
million refit. 

Police said Stena 
Line and maritime 
agencies would carry 
out an investigation. 

Turners operates 
800 vehicles from 17 
depots all over the 
UK.

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Man jailed 
for brazen 
bank raid 


A BRAZEN thief walked into 
a bank and demanded cash, a 
court heard. 

Staff had already been alerted to 
the thief as he openly paraded in 
front of the bank’s windows wearing 
a balaclava. 

Robert Ponsford, 33, was handed 
£1,440 by a bank cashier after 
claiming he had a gun. He was 
arrested shortly afterwards when he 
was followed by a customer who 
alerted passing police. 

But the cash has never been 
recovered, Ipswich Crown Court 
heard. 

Ponsford, of North Terrace, 
Mildenhall, was jailed for two-and-a- 
half years after he admitted robbery 

He walked into Barclays in High 
Street, Mildenhall, just before noon 
on December 11, after staff had seen 
him outside. He was carrying a rock 
which he used to prop the door open - 
and he took it with him afterwards. 

He left the bank before a cashier 
could finish handing him all the 
cash, prosecutor Patricia Doggett 
told the court.

Ponsford claimed to have dumped 
what cash he had in a skip, but it has 
never been found. 

In mitigation, Andrew Thompson 
said Ponsford was “almost deranged” 
on the day he carried out the raid 
because he had taken too many 
Tremazipam tablets - an anti¬ 
depressant. 

He said Ponsford had been inv¬ 
olved with illegal drugs since his 
early 20s but was now desperate to 
give up his heroin habit. He said the 
raid had been carried out to help 
provide a good Christmas for a 
female friend and her four children. 

The customer who followed Pons¬ 
ford after the robbery and alerted 
police is to receive a £400 reward 
from public funds, Judge Peter 
Thompson ruled. 

The money will be presented by the 
High Sheriff of Suffolk.

USAF homes 
lead to major 
marketing bid 


HOUSING associations could 
still take over some of the 
hundreds of empty homes 
previously occupied by Amer¬ 
ican airmen and their 
families. 

Around 370 homes in New¬ 
market, as well as a smaller 
number in Soham, were released 
onto the housing market last 
month following the end of a 
contract with the US Air Force. 

Many of the houses had been 
empty for up to six months after 
the service personnel were moved 
to newer homes, or newly- 
refurbished homes either on or 
closer to the bases at Lakenheath 
and Mildenhall. 

British residents and councillors 
were worried that the empty homes

They 
were bought as an investment with 
what is believed to have been a 
guaranteed rental income from the 
USAF 

The owners are scattered 
throughout the UK and some live in 
the USA and the African state of 
Botswana. 

The council has offered to help 
owners to let the homes and 


council officials have left posters 
and business cards at the estate 
office. 

It is also developing a private 
sector leasing scheme with 
Havebury Housing Partnership 
which is due for approval by the 
council’s community services 
committee on February 10. 

At the same time the council’s 
strategic housing service manager 
has been in talks with three 
registered social landlords about 
the possibility of buying some of 


the homes for rent as well as 
developing some land on the estate 
with new homes. 

Nigel McCurdy, the council’s 
strategic director (services), said, 
in the report: “The council does not 
wish to see empty properties across 
the district. An abundance of 
empty homes in one location, as 
per Studlands Park estate, could 
give rise to an increase in 
vandalism, fly-tipping and pot¬ 
ential detriment to adjoining 
properties.”

A ROW over the loss of a path 
through a new estate of 
detached houses is set to rum¬ 
ble on after a packed public 
meeting heard views from all 
sides involved in the dispute. 

The issue arose nearly a year ago 
when developers David Wilson 
Homes fenced off Meadow Lane, a 
track between Centre Drive and 
Duchess Drive, Newmarket. 

Occupants of new £500,000-plus 
houses complained when they found 
people walking across their drive¬ 
ways - built along the old route of 
the track.

In the meantime the developers 
have come up with a plan to slightly 
re-route the path and they are 
understood to have moved the 
occupants of one of the houses most 
affected.

new houses and residents of nearby 
streets put their views forward at 
the meeting, held at Cheveley 
Primary School. 

More than 100 people attended the 
meeting.

“It was very good for the parish 
council to obtain such a wide 
spectrum of opinion.” 

She said the parish council would 
consider its next moves at its next 
meeting on February 10. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and one of the councillors 
for the area, said: “It was 
encouraging that at last the 
community has come together.” 

James Barnes, development 
director for David Wilson Homes,

Salesman returns for 
the credit crunch era 


CAMBRIDGE’S ADC 
theatre is staging a topical 
take on Arthur Miller’s 
classic play Death of a 
Salesman for the credit 
crunch era. 

The seminal tale was first staged 
at the end of the 1940s and tells 
the story of Willy Loman, an 
elderly salesman no longer able to 
do his job who becomes suicidal. 
He struggles to make sense of his 
life in the financially turbulent 
society which followed the Great 
Depression. 

The crew behind the production 
have seized on the parallels with 
today’s financial uncertainty. 
“Miller wrote Death of a Salesman 
soon after the Great Depression

when stock markets crashed and 
a worldwide recession loomed,” 
says director Alex Winterbotham. 
“The economic pessimism that is 
so prominent in the play mirrors 
events which grip our own current 
financial climate. 

“It seemed a natural move, 
therefore, to bring the play forward 
50 years, making the play seem as 
relevant as ever.” 

The play has been revived on 
Broadway several times over the 
years and it was also made into a 
1985 Golden Globe winning TV 
movie starring Dustin Hoffman 
and John Malkovich. 

But during a recession a 


pragmatic theatre producer, as 
well as mining the current mood 
for artistic inspiration, needs to 
have one eye on the box office. 

“In my view, entertainment should 
be amongst the last things to be 
sacrificed in the face of 
depression,” says producer Hugh 
Lamarque. 

“Theatre is inexpensive and has 
provided a temporary escape in 
far worse conditions than these.”

A worthy Insight into the future

HONDA justifiably lays 
claim to being a 
historically innovative 
company, particularly in 
the arena of fuel efficiency 

So it must sting a little that a 
fellow Japanese manufacturer 
beat it to the punch when it came 
to introducing the first hybrid 
model to really strike it big in the 
public consciousness. 

Honda’s response comes in the 
shape of the second generation 
Insight. That’s right - second 
generation. The first model may 
have passed you by. Launched in 
1999, the compact two-seater 
petrol-electric hybrid sold 17,000 
units, but only 390 in the UK. 

Ten years later, the world is a 
different place, and Honda 
believes it is ready to embrace the 
hybrid at a rate of 200,000 a year 
including 8,000 in the UK, if the 
price is right. 

The fact that the new Insight is 
a genuine five-seater is a key 
factor. A family car first and 
foremost, Honda has engineered 
its Integrated Motor Assist (IMA) 
unit to be a considerably smaller 
affair, meaning it can be tucked 
into the C-segment body of the 
Insight with minimal loss of 
space. Interestingly it also means 
the compact package can be 
incorporated into other existing 
models with little fuss, giving 
Honda the opportunity to hybrid 
much of its range. 

In the meantime, the Insight is 
as practical as any of its compact 
hatchback rivals. The wide boot 
may seem a little shallow, but 
there’s additional space beneath 
the floor. Drop the rear seats in a 
traditional 40/60 split, and the 
Insight takes on impressive load¬ 


carrying qualities. 

The streamlined 
shape does require 
a low roof, however, 
which means taller 
rear occupants 
might struggle for 
headroom. Families 
will find it 
appealing though, 
with the various 
cubbyholes up front 
confirming family 
friendliness as a 
key principle. 

Traditional in terms of its 
practicality it also conforms to 
Honda’s, albeit forward thinking, 
styling cues. A combination of 
the original Insight, the hydrogen 
fuel cell-powered FCX and 
aerodynamic necessity, it’s sleek 
and bold in appearance but with 
little “concept car” about it. The 
Insight fits in easily around town. 

Town is where the model is in 
its element. Using a 1.3-litre 
petrol engine borrowed from the 
Jazz and an electric motor 
powered by a rechargeable 
battery, the Insight wafts serenely 
around town. The technology is 
familiar to most of us now: under 
braking and coasting the 
Insight’s engine shuts down and 
the car’s momentum is used to 
recharge the battery. Use a light 
throttle and the Insight will be 
powered almost silently by 
battery alone; heavier throttle 
uses the engine, assisted by the 
electric motor. The result is 
performance and fuel economy 
that the engine would struggle to 
achieve on its own. 

Visibility is very good despite 
the split rear window, and the 
highly assisted steering has an 
unnatural but not unpleasant 


feeling about it, making it light 
and breezy to use. However, as 
with the Civic, the steering wheel 
angle may need to be com¬ 
promised to prevent blocking 
some of the instruments. 

Out of town, the Insight 
behaves just like a normal car. 
The streamlined body means it’s 
quiet on the motorway and, 
although performance is not 
blistering, it is more than 
adequate. The ride is impressive 
too, with likeably firm 
suspension settings. 

In fact, on the motorway there 
would be little to give away the 
model’s hybrid nature if not for 
the hi-tech instrument set-up. A 
futuristic colour digital display 
greets the driver, along with a 
multifunction steering wheel. It’s 
all very busy and initially over¬ 
whelming, but then there’s a lot 
of information to get across. 

With its sights set on strong UK 
sales, affordability will be key. As 
such Honda claims the Insight 
will be the most competitively 
priced hybrid to date when it goes 
on sale in April in three trim 
levels; SE, ES and top spec ES-T. 

Basically 

Honda is certainly coming back 
strong with the Insight.
